Hyram Smith, Parley P. Pratt, Brigham Young»

Hyracm Sutra sworn. Said that the defen- 
dant now in court is his brother, and that his 
name is not Joseph Smith Junior, but his same 
is Joseph Smith Senior, and has been for more 
than two years past. I have been acquainted 
with him ever since he was born, which was 
thirty-seven years in December last, and I have 
not been absent from him at any one time, not 
even the space of six months since his birth, to 
my recollection, and have been intimately ac- 
quainted with all his sayings, doings, business 
transactions and movements, as much as any 
one man could be acquainted with another man’s 
busines up to the present time, and do know 
that he has not committed treason against any 
State in the Union, by any overt act, or by 
levying war, or by aiding and abetting, or as- 
sisting an enemy in any State in the Union, 
and that the said Joseph Smith Senior has not 
committed treason in the State of Missouri, nor 
violated any law or rule of said State, I being 
personally acquainted with the transactions and 
doings of said Smith whilst he resided in said 
State, which was for about six months in the 
year 1838; I being also a resident in said State 
during the same period of time, and I do know 
that said Joseph Smith Senior never was subject 
to military duty in any State, neither was he in 
the State of Missouri, he being exempt by the 
&mputation or extraction of a bone from his leg, 
and by his having a license to preach the Gos- 
pel, or being in other words a minister of the 
Gospel, and Ido know that said Smith never 
bore arms, as a military man, in any capacity

mediate assistance. Gen. Atchison retirned 
with the messengers and went immediately to 
Diahman and from thence to Millport, and he 
found the facts were true as reported to him;— 
that the citizens of that county were assembled 
together in a hostile attitude to the amount of 
two og three hundred men, threatening the utter 
extermination of the Mormons, he immediately 
returned to Clay county and ordered out a suffi- 
cient military force to quell the mob. Imme- 
diately after they were dispersed and the army 
returned; the mob commenced collecting again 
(soon after: we again applied for military aid, 
, when General Doniphan came out with a force 
of sixty armed men to Far West; but they were 
in such a state of iasubordination that he said he 
could not control them, and it was thought ad- 
visable by Col. Hinkle, Mr. Rigdon and oth- 
ers that they should return home; General Don- 
iphan ordered Col. Hinkle to call out the mili- 
tia of Caldwell and defend the town against the 
mob, for said he, you have great reason to be 
alarmed, for he said Neil Gillum from the Platte 
country had come down with 200 armed men 
,and bad taken up their station at Hunter’s mill, 
a place distant about 17 or 18 miles north west

‘county, consisting of several hundred men, and 
jet another armed force had collected at De-

On the evening that General Parks arrived at 
Diahman, my brother, the late Don Carlos 
Smith’s wife came in to Col. Wight's about e- 
leven o'clock at night, bringing her two chil- 
dren along with her, one about two years and a 
half old, the other a babe in her arms. She came 
in on foot, a distance of three miles, and waded 
Grand River, and the water was then about 
waist deep, and the snow about 3 inches deep. 
She stated that a party of the mob, a gang of ruf- 
fians, had turned her out of doors, had taken her 
household goods and had burnt up her house, 
and she had escaped by the skin of her teeth.— 
Her husband at that time was in Virginia, and 
she was living alone. This crue! transaction ex- 
cited the feelings of the people in Diahman, es- 
pecially Col. t, and he asked Gen. Parks, 
in my hearing, how long we hed got to suffer such 
base violence? Gen. Parks said he did not know 
how long. Col. Wight then asked him what 
should be done? Gen. Parks told him “he 
should take a company of men, well armed, and 
go and disperse the mob wherever he should find 
any collected together, and take away their 
arms:” Col. Wight did so precisely, according 
to the orders of Gen. Parks. And my brother 
Joseph Smith fen. made no words about it.— 
And after Col. Wight had dispersed the mob and 
put a stop to their burning houses belonging to 
the Mormon people and turning women and chil- 
dren out of doors, which they had done up to 
that time to the amout of 8 or 10 houses which 
were consumed to ashes—after being cut short 
in their intended designs, the mob started up a 
new plan. They went to work and moved their 
families out of the county and set fire to their 
houses, and not being able to incense the Mor- 
mons to commit crimes; they had recourse to 
this stratagem to set their houses on fire and 
send runners into all the counties adjacent, to 
declare to the people that the Mormons had barnt 
up their houses and destroyed their fields, and 
if the people would not believe them, they world 
tell them to go and see if what they had said 
was not true. Many people came to see, they 
saw the houses burning, and being filled with 
prejudice, they could not be made to belleve but 
that the Mormons set them on fire, which deed 
was most diabolical and of the blackest kind, for 
indeed the Mormons did net set them on fire, nor 
meddie with their houses or their fields. And 
tf houses that were burnt, together with the 
pre-emption rights, and the corn in the fields, 
bad all been pfeviously purchased by the Mor- 
mons of the people and paid for in money and 
with weggons and horses and with other pro- 
perty, abeat two weeks berore; but they hed 
nol taken possession of the premises; but this 
wicked transection was for the purpose of cian” 
destinrly exciting the mindsof s prejudiced 
populace and the Executive, tlat they might 
get en order, that they coud the more easily 
carry out their bellish purposes, in expulsion or 
extermination or utter extinction of the Mor- 
mon people. Afiet Witnessing the distressed 
situation of the people in Diahman, my brother 
Joseph Smith Senior and wyself reiurned beck 
‘othe city of Far Wea', sud immediately dew 
patched @ merseoger, with written documents, 
to General Atchison, stating the fetts as they 
did then exist, praying for assittencé if possi- 
ble, and requesting the editor of the “Far 
West” to insert the same in his newspaper, but 
he utterly refused todoso. We still believed 
that we shoald get assistance fiom the Gover- 
nor, and agein petitioned him, praying for as 
sistance, setting furth our distressed situation; 
and in the mean time the presidiog Judge of 
the County Court issued ordere—vupon affidavits 
made to him by the citizens—teo the Sheriff of 
the county, toorder out the Militis of the coua- 
ty tostend in cdnstant readiness, night and day, 
to prevent the citizens from being massacred, 
which fearful situation they were exposed to 
every moment. Every thing was very por- 
ientious end alarming. Notwithsianding al! 
this, there was a rey of hope yi‘ existing ia the 
minds of the people that the Governor would 
render us assistance; and whilst the people 
were w@iting anxiously for deliveraace—men 
women end children frightened, praying and 
weeping—we beheld at crossing the 
prabies add approsching the town, a large army 
im military arrey, brandishing thew gitierivg 
swords in the sunshine; and we could not bur 
feel joyful for a moment, th. aking that probe- 
bly the Governor had sem an armed force to 
our relief, notwithstanding the awful! forened- 
ings that pervaded our bresets. But te our great 
surprise; when the army arrived they came up 
and formed a line in double file io one bali 
mile on the east of the city of Far West, and 
despatched three messengers with a white fla, 
tocome tothe city. They were wet by Cap- 
tain Morey with a few other individua's, whos

Oa 
the retern of thie messenger, we learned thet 
severe! persons had been killed by seme of the 
soldiers whe were under the command of Gen- 
eral One Mr. Carey had bis breine 
knocked out by the briteh of a gan, end be ley 
bleeding severa! hours, but bis family Were not 
permitied to spproach bim, ner amy one eles sb, 
lowed to administer retief to bias whilst be ley 
upen the ground, ia the agonies of death. Mr. 
Carey hed just strived is the country, from the 
State of Obio, only « few boars previous to the 
arr.vel of the army. He bad « family, consiet- 
ing of a wife and several emall children. He 
wes butied by Luvits N. Scovil, whe is now 
the senior warden of the Netivoo Lodge. Aa- 
other man, of the name of Jobo Tanner, was 
knocked un the head at the same time, aad his 
skal! leid bare the width of « man’s band, and 
ne lay, toall appesrance, ia the egomes of 
death for several hours; but by the permission 
of Genera! Doniphan, his friends brought bim 
out of Whe camp, and with gud sursiag be 
slowly recovered, and ig now living. Thete 
was soother man, whose name is Pewell, whe 
was beat On the bead with the briteh of « gua 
entil-bis skull was fractured and bis brains ran 
out in tWo oF three pleees. He ie new alive, 
and resides in this county, but bts lost the use 
of his senses. Several persons of bie femily 
were sise for dead, but have since recover 
ed These acts of barbarity were alee 
mated by the soldiers under the command of 
General Lucar, previous to having received the 
Governor's order of extermination. 
it was on the evening of the 30th of October, 
secording tothe best ef my recollection, that 
the army errived at Far West, the eum 
ha'fan hour high. In «few momenw after 
wards, Cornelius Gillum errived with hie army, 
aad formed a junction.

Man) 
of the citizens were shot in aitempting to go 
ent to obtain sustenance for themselves and 
fomilies. There was one field fenced in, con- 
sisting of twelve hundred seres, mostly cover 
od with corm It was eniirely laid waste by the 
homes of the army, and the next vay after the 
arrival of the army, towards evening, Colone! 
Himkje came up fram the camp, requesting to 
eee my brother Joseph, Parley P. Prati, Sidney 
Rigdon, Lyman Wight, and George W. Rot- 
incon, stating that the officers of the army 
wanted mutual consultetion with these men, 
also stating that Genersls Doniphan, Lucas, 
Wilson and Grabam—(hewever General Gra- 
hem isan honorable exception: be did all he 
could to preserve the lives of the people, o>n- 
wary te the order of the Governor,)—be, Hin 
bbe, sesured them that these genorels hed pied ¢- 
ed theit sacred honor that they should not be 
ebused or insulted, but should be guarded back 
tm safety in the morning, s0 soon as the 
wultation was over. My brother J b ied 
that he did not know whet enti 
ip any conguliation, ashe was only private 
individual; hewever he ssid that he was al- 
wayswilling to do all the good be could and 
would obey every law ef the land, and then 
leave the event with God. They immediately 
started with Colone! Hinkle te go down into 
thecamp. As they were going dewn about 
half way te the camp, they met General Lucas 
with e phalanx of men, with & wing to the 
right and to the left, and « four-pounder in the 
contre. They supposed he was coming with 
this strong force to guard them int» the camp 
ia safoty ; bat to their surprise, when they came 
up te General Laces, he ordered his men to 
serround them, and Hinkle stepped up to the 
General sad said, “ These are the prisoners | 
agreed te deliver up.” General Laces drew 
his sword and mid, you are my 
prisoners, and about thet (ime the main army 
were on their march to mest them. They came 
up in two divisions, and opened to the right and 
Jeft, and my brother and his friends were mar- 
ehed down through their lines, with a strong 
guard in fron!, and the cannon in the rear, to the 
camp, amidst the whoopings, hollowings, yel- 
lings and shoutings of the army, which was 
ge horrid and terrific that it frightened the in- 
habitants of the city: { is impossible to de- 
scribe the feelings of horror and distress of the 
people. After being thus betrayed they were 
placed under « strongyuart of thirty men, arm. 
od cap-e-pie, which they relieved every two 
hours. There they were compelled to lay on 
the cold ground tbat night, and were told in 
plain language, that they need never to expect 
their liberties agsin. So fer for their honors 
pledged. However, this was as much as could 
be expected from a mob under the garb of mili- 
tary and authority in the Siste of 
Missouri. On the next day, the soldiers were 
permiteed te patrol the streets, to abuse and 
ingult the people at their leisuie, and enter into 
houses and pillage them, and ravish the wo- 
men, taking away every gan sod every other 
of arms of military implements: and 
about twelve o’cleck on that day Colonel Hin- 
kle came to my house with an armed force, 
opened the door and called me out of Joors and 
delivered me up as prisoner unto that force. 
They eurrounded me and commanded me to 
marok inte the camp. | told them that I could 
met go; my family were sick, and I wes sick 
myself, and could not leave home. They said 
they did net care for thet—I must and should 
ge. lI esked when they would permit me to re- 
tera. They made aie no answer, but forced 
me aleng with the point of the bayonet into the 
amp, eed put me under the same guard with 
my brother Joseph—and within about half an 
hour afterwards, Amasa Lyman was also 
brought and placed under the same guard.— 
There we were compelled to stay that night, 
and lie on the ground: but along some time in 
the same sight, Colonel Hinkle came to me 
and teld me thet he hed been pleading my 
ease before the Court Martial, but he was afraid 
begheeld net succeed. He said there wase 
Court Martial then in session, consisting of 
thirteen or fourteen officers, Circuit Judge A. 
Ay King, end Mr. Birch, District Attorney ; also 
Geakiel Woods, Presbyterian priest, and about 
20 other priests of the different religious denom- 
Tiations ia thet country. He ssid they were 
Getermined to shoot us on the nex! morning in 
‘the public square in Far West. I mode him 
» . Om the next morning sbout sunrise, 
ordered his brigade to take 
the Tine of march and leave the camp. He 
ie we where we were onder guard, to 
Raids © ich us, 204 bid us farewell. His 
gt mbRation wes, ‘By God you have been sen- 
by Sourt, martial to be shot this 
Bat Will be damned iff will have 


ity therefore I have ordered my brigade to take 
ap'the line of mareh and to leave the camp, for 
eonsiderjit to be cold blooded,murder,and I bid 
you farewell, and he went away. ‘This move- 
ment of General Doniphan, made considerable 
excitement in the army, and there was consid- 

erable whisperings amongst the officers. We 

listened very atientively, and frequently heard, 
it mentioned by the guard, that the damned 
Mormons would not be phot thietime. In « 


new eet; one of those new guard said that the 
damned Mormons would not be shot this time, 
for the movement of General Doniphan bad 
frastrated the whole plan, and that the officers 
had called another court martial, and hed or- 
dered us to be taken to Jackson county, and 
there to be executed; andia « few moments 
two large wagons drove up and we were of 

dered to get into. thom, aad while we were get. 
ting inte them, there came up four or five men 
armed with guns, who drew up and snapped 
their guns at us, in order te kill us, some flash- 
edin the pan, ead others only snapped, but 
none of their guns went off. ‘They were im- 
mediately arrested by seyera! officers and thei: 
guostaken from them, and the drivers drove 
off. We requested of General Lucas to let us 
go to our houses and get some clothing; in or- 
der io do this, we had to be drove up into the 
city. 't was with much difficulty that we could 
get his permission to go and see our familie. 
aod get some clothing; but after considerable 
consultation, we were permitied to go und:r 
a strong guard of five or six mon to each of ur, 
and we were not permitied to speak to any one 
of our families, under the pain of death. The 
guerd thet went with me ordered my wife tw 
get me some clothes immediately, within tw. 
minutes, and ifshe did not do it, 1 should go 
off without them. I was obliged to submit to 
their tyrranical orders, however painful it was, 
with my wife and children clinging to my arms 
sod tothe skirts of my garments, and wes pot 
permitted to utter tothem « word of consola- 
hon, and in a moment washurried away from 
them at the point of the bayonet. We were 
harried back to the wogons and erdered into 
them, allin about the same space of time. In 
the mean while our father, and mother, and 
sisters, had forced their way tothe wagons to 
get permission to see us; but were forbidden 
to speak to us; and they immediate'y drove vf 
for Jackson county. We travelicd about iwely: 
miles that evening, and encamped for the night 
The same strong guard was kept esrowod us, 
and were relieved every two hours, and we 
were permitted ty sleep on the ground, the 
nights were then cold, with considerable snuw 
oa the ground, and for the want of covering end 
clothing, we suff ered extremely with the cold 

That night wes a commencement ofs fit of 
sickness from which I have not wholly recov- 
ered unto thie day, in consequence of my ex- 
posure to the inclemency of the weather. Our 
prevision was fresh beef roasted in the fire on 
estick; the army baying no bread in conse 

quence of the want of mills te grind the grain. 
In the morning at the dewn of day, we were 
forced on our journey, and were exhibited to 
the inbabitants alongtthe road; the same a 
they exhibit e cerravan of elephants or camels 

We were examined from head to foot, by men 
women ead children, only I believe they did 
pot make us open our mouths to look at our 
teeth. This treatment was continued inces- 
eantly, until we errived at Indepencence, iv 
Jackeoncounty. After our arrival at Indepen- 
dence, we were driven al! through the town for 
inspection, and then we were ordered into an 

old log house, and there kept under guard as 
usus!, ontil supper, which was served up to us 
as we sat upon the floor, or on billetis of wood, 
and we were compelled to stey in that house 

alithet nightand the next day. They contin- 
wed to exhibit us to the public, by letting the 
people come in and examine us, and then go 
away and give place for others, alternately al! 

that dey and the next night; but on the morn. 
ing of the following day we were al! permitted 
to go to the tavern to eat and to'sicep; bat after 

ward they made us pay our own expenses, for 
board, lodging, and attendance, and for whic! 
they made a mostexorbitent charge. We re- 
mained in the tavern about twe days and two 
nighte, when an officer arrived with authority 
from Genera! Clark, to take us back to Rich- 
mond, Ray county, where the general had er- 
rived with bis army to await our arrival there; 
but on the morning of our start for Richmond, 
we were informed by General Wilson, that i 
wes expected by the soldiers that we would be 
hung up by the necks on the road, while on the 
march to that place, anc that it was prevented 
by a demand meade for us by General Clark, 
who hed the command in consequence of sen- 
jority, and that it was bis prerogative to exe- 
cute us himsel!t; and he should give us up into 
the hands of the officer, who would take us to 
General Clark, and be might do with us as he 
pleased. During our stey at Independence, the 
officers informed us that there were eight or 
ten horses in that place belonging to the Mor- 
mon people, which had been etolen by the sol- 
diers, ond that we might have two of them to 
ride upon, if we would cause them to be sent 
back to the owners afier-our arrival at Rich- 
mond. We secepted of them, and they were 
rode to Richmond, and the owners came there 
and gotthem. We started in the morning un- 
der our new officer, Colonel Price, of Keyws- 
ville, Chariton county, with sevral other men 
to guard us over. We arrived there on Friday 
evening, the 9th dey of November, and were 
thrust intoen old log house, witha strong 
guard pleced over us. After we had been 
there for the space of half an hour, there came 
in a man who was said to have some notoriety 
in the penitentiary, bringieg in his hands a 
quantity of chainsand padlocks. He said be 
was commanded by Genceral Clark to’ put 
us in chains. Immediately the soldiers rose 
up and pointing their guns at us, placed 
theirthumb on the cock, and their finger on 
the trigger; end the state’s prison keeper went 
to work ; putting a chain around the leg of each 
men, and fastening it on with a padiock, until 
we were.el! chained together, seven of us. 

In « few moments came in General Clark, 
we requested to know of him what was the 
couse of all this barsh and crue! treatment .— 
He refused to give us any information at tha 


eny ofthe boner of it, or any of the disgrace of 


time; but seid he weuld in a few days; se we 


fow-momente the guard wee relieved with 


were compelled to continue in thet situation; 
camping on the floor, all chained together, 
without any chance or means to be made com- 
fortable; having to eet our victuals as it was 
served up to us, using our fingers and teeth in- 
stead of knives and forks, Whilst we were in 
this situstion,s young man of the name ofGrant, 


brother-in-law to my brother William Smith, 


came to see us, and put up at the tavern where 
General Olark made his quarters, he heppened 
to come in-time to see General Clark make 
choice of his men, te shoot us on Monday morn- 
ing, the 12th dey of November, he saw them 
make choice of their rifles, and load them with 


their guns,General Clark saluted them by saying 
‘Gentlemen, you shall have the honor of shoot 


at eight o’'deck?P But in consequenc eof the in- 
fluence of our friends, the heathen general wae 
intimidated, so that he durst not carry his mur- 
derous designs into execution, and sent a mes- 
senger immediately to Fort Leaven worth to ob- 
tain the military code of laws. After the mee- 
senger’s return, the general was employed near- 
ly a whole week, examining the laws; so 
Monday passed sway without our being shot: 
however, it seemed like foolishners to me for 
so great a man es Genera! Clark pretended to 
be, Id have to search the military law to 
find Out whether preachers of the gospel, who 
never did military duty, could be subject to 
court martial. However, the general seemed to 
learn that fact after searching the military code, 
and came into the old log cabin where we were 
under guard, and in chains, and told us he had 
concluded to deliver us over to the civil author- 
ities; as pereens guilty of treason, murder, ar- 
son, lerceny, theft, and stealing. The poor 
deluded general didnot know the difference 
between theft, larceny, and stealing. Accor, 
dingly we were handed over to the pretended 
civi! authorities, and the next morning our 
chains were taken off, and we were guarded to 
the court-house, where there was a pretended 
court in session; Austin A, King being the 
judge, and Mr. Birch, the district attorney ;— 
the two extremely and very honorable gentle- 
men who saton the court martial when we 
were sentenced to be shot. Witnesses were 
called up and sworn at the point of the bayonet 
and ifthey would net swear to the things they 
were told to do, they were threatened with in- 
stant death, and Ido know, positively, that the 
evidence given in by those men whilst under 
durces, was false. This state of things was con. 
tinued twelve or fourteen days,and after thet 
time we were ordered by the judge, to intro 
duce some rebutting evidence, saying, if we 
did not do it, we wou'd be thrust into prison. 
I could hardly understand what the judge 
meant, for 1 considered we were in prison al- 
ready, and could not think ofany thing but the 
persecutions of the days of Nero, knowing that 
it wase religious perrecution, and the court an 
inquisition: however, we gave him the names 
of forty persons who were acquainted with al! 
the persecutions and sufferings of tbe people. — 
The judge made out « subpens, and inserted 
the names ef those men and caused it to be 
placed in the hands of Bogerd, the notorious 
Methodist minister, and he took fifly armed 
soldiers and steried for Far West. I saw the 
subp@ns given to him and his company, when 
they started. In the course of a few dsya they 

returned with most all those forty men, whose 
names were inserted in the subpena and thrust 

them into jai', and we were not permitted to 

bring one of them before the court, but the 

judge turned upon us with an air of indignation 

and ssid, gentlemen you must get your wit- 

nesses or you shall be committed to jail imme- 

diately; for we are not going to hold the court 
open on expense much longer , for you any how. 
We felt very much distressed and oppressed at 

thattime. Colorel Wight said, what shall we 
do? Our witnesses are all thrust into prison, 
and probably will be, and we have no power to 

do any thing, of course we must submit to this 

tyrranny and oppression; we cannet help our. 

selves. Several others made similar exprese- 

ions in the agony of their eouls;.but my broth- 

er Joseph did not say any thing, he being sick 

at that time with the tooth ache, and ague in 

his face, in consequence cf a sevcre cold brought 

on by being exposed to the severity of the 
weather. However, it was considered best by 

General Doniphan and Lawyer Reese, that we 
should try to get some witnesses before the pre- 
tended court. Accordingly, I myself gave the 
pames of aboat twenty other persons; the judge 
inserted them in « subpeens, and caused it to 
be placed into the bands of Bogard the Metho- 
dist priest, and he again started off with his fif- 
ty soldiers to take those men. prisoners, as he 
hed done to the forty others. The judge sat 
and laugbed at the good opportunity of getting 
the names, that they might the more easily cap- 
ture them, and eo bring them down to be thrust 
into prison, in order to prevent us from getting 
the truth before the pretended court, of which 
himself wes the chief inquisitor or conspirator. 
Bogard returned from his second expedition 
with one prisoner only, whom he also thrust in- 
to prison. 

The people at Far West had learned the in- 
trigue and had left the State, having been made 
scquainted with the treatment of the former 
witnesses. But we, on learning that we could 
not obtain witnesses; whilst privately consul- 
ting with each other what we should do, dis- 
covereda Mr. Allen, standing by the wiudow 
on the outside of the house, we beckoned to 
bim as though we would have him come in, he 
wunmediately came in. At that time Judge 
King retorted upon us again, saying, genile- 
men are you not going to introduce some wit- 
nesses; also, saying it was the last day he 
should hold the court open for us, and if we did 
not rebut the testimony that had been given 
against us, he should have to commit us to jail. 
I had then got Mr. Allen into the house, and 
before the court,so called. I told the judge 
we had one witness, if he would be so good as 
to put him under cath; he seemed unwilling to 
doso; but after a few moments consultation, 
the state’sattorney arose and said he should 
object to that witpess being sworn, and that he 
should object to that witness giving in hie evi- 
dence at all; stating that this was nota court 
to try the case, but only « court of investiga- 
tion on the part of the state. Upon this, Gen- 


era! Doniphan arose, and said ‘he would be God 
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two balls in exch, andafter they had prepered 


ing the Mormon leaders on Monday morning 


damned ifthe witness should not be sworn, and 
that it weee damned shame that these defen- 
dants should be treated in this mannef; that 
they could not be permitted to get one witness 
before the court, whilet all their witnesses, 
even forty at a time, have been taken by force 
¥ of arms, and thrust into the ‘bull-pew’ in order 
io prevent them from giving their testimony.’ 
After Duniphan sat down, the jadge permitted 
the witnees to be sworn, and enter upon his tes- 
timeny. But so soon as he began to speak, « 
man by the name of Cook ,who was a brother-in- 
law to Priest Bogard, the Methodist, and who 
was lieutenant, end whose place at that time, 
'wasto superiniend the guerd, stepped in be- 
fore the pretended cdurt, and took bim by the 
nape of his neck and jammed bis head down 
under tht pole or log of wood, that was placed 
up around the place where the inquisition wes 
sitting, to keep the by-standers from intruding 
upon the majesty of the inquisitors, and 
jammed him along to the doer, and kicked him 
out of doors. He instantly turned to some sol- 
diers who were standing by him, and said to 
them, ‘go and shoot him, damn him, shoot him: 
demn him.’ 

The soldiers ran after the man te shoot him, 
he fled for his life{and with great difficulty 
made hisescape. The pretended court imme- 
diately arose, and we were ordered to be car- 
ried to Liberty, Clay county, and there to be 
thrust into jail. We endeavored to find out for 
whet cause, but a!! that we coold learn was be- 
cause we were Mormons. The next morning 
a large wogon drove up to the door, and 
blacksmith came into the bouse with some 
chains and handcuffe, he said his orders were 
from the judge, to handcuff us, and chain ur 
together, he informed us that the judge had 
made out a mittimus, and sentenced us to jai! 
for treason; he alro said the judge had done 
thie that we might not get bail; he aleo said 
the judge stated his intention to keep us in jail 
until sll the Mormons were driven out of the 
state; he also esid that the judge had further 
stated that if he let us out before the Mormonr 
had left the state, that we would not let them 
leave, and there would be another damned fuss 
kicked up; I also heard the judgessy myself, 
whilst he was sitting in his pretended court, 
that there wax na law for us, nor the Mormons, 
in the State of Missouri: thathe had sworn to 
see them exterminated, and to see the Govern- 
or’s order executed tothe very letter, and that 
he would do so; however, the blacksmith pro- 
ceeded and put the irons upon us, and we were 
ordered into the wagon and they drove off for 
Clay county, aud as we journeyed slong on 
the road, we were exhibited to the inhabitants 
and this course was adopted all the way, thus 
making @ public exhibition of us, until we ar- 
rived at Liberty, Clay County. There we were 
thrustinto prison agsin, and locked up—and 
were held there in close confinement for the 
the space of six monthe, and our plece of lodg- 
ing wes the square side of a hewed white oak 
log—and our food was any thing but good and 
decent; poison was administered to us three or 
four times, the effect it had upon our system. 
was, that it vomited us almost to death, and 
then we would lay some two or three days in a 
torpid, stupid state, not even caring or wishing 
for life. The poison being administered in too 
large doses, or it would inevitably have proved 
fatal, had not the power of Jehovah interposed 
in our behalf, to suve us from their wicked pur- 
pose. We were also subjected to the necessi- 
ty of eating human flesh, for the space of five 
days, or go without food, excepta little coffee, 
or a litt'e corn bread, the latter I chose in pref- 
erence to the former. We none of us partook 
of the flesh except Lyman Wight; we also 
heard the guard which was placed over us mak- 
ing sport of ne, eaying what they had fed us up- 
on *Mormoa beef.’ I have described the ap- 
pearance of this flesh to several experienced 
physicians, and they have decided that it was 
humen ficsh. We learned afterwards, by one 
of the guard, that it was supposed that tha: 
act of savage capnibslism, ia feeding us with 
human flesh, would be considered a popular 
deed of notoriety; but the people on learning 
that it would not take, tried to keep it seer t; 
but the fect was noieed abroad before they took 
that precaution. Whilat we were incarcerated 
in prison, we petitioned the Supreme Court ef 
the State of Missouri fur habeas corpus, twice, 
but were refused both times by Judge Rey- 
nolds, who is row the Governor of that State. 
We also petitioned one of the county judges 
for a writ of habeus corpus, which was granted 
in abcut three weeks afierwards; but w@e not 
permitted to have’any trial; we were only ta- 
ken ont of jail end kept out fora few hours and 
then remanded back again. In the course of 
three or four days after thet time, Judge Turn- 
ham came into the jeil inthe evening, and 
said he had permitted Mr. Rigdon to get bail, 
but said he had to do it in the night, and had 
also to get away in the night, and unknown to 
any of the citizens, or they would kill him; for 
they bad sworn to kill him if they could find 
him: and as tothe rest of us, he dared not let 
us go, for fear of his own life, as well as ours. 
He said it was damned hard to be confined un- 
der such circumstances, fur he knew we were 
innocent men, and he ssid the people also knew 
it; and that it was only @ persecution and 
treachery, and the seenes of Jackson county 
acted over again, for fear that we weuld be- 
come too numerous in thotupper country. He 
said the plan was concocted fiom the governor 
down to the lowest judge, and that that damned 
Baptist priest, Riley, who was riding into town 
every day to watch the people, stirring up the 
minds of the peop!e against uy all he could, ex- 
citing them and stirring up their religious pre- 
judices against us, for fear they would let us 
go. Mr. Rigdon, however, got bail and made 
his escape to Illinois. The jailor, Samuel Til- 
lery, Esq,. told us also, that the whole plas 
was concocted by the governor down to the 
lowest judge in that upper country, early in 
the previous spring, and that the plan was more 
fully carried out at the time that General 
Atchison went down to Jefferson City, with 
General Wilson, Lucas and Gillum, the self- 
siyled ‘Derewane Curr.’ This was some 
time in the month of September, when the 
mob were collected at De Witt, in Carroll 
county. He also told us that the governor was 
now ashamed enough of the whole transaction 
and would be glad to set usat liberty if he 


dared to doit; bat seid.he, you need not jbe 
concerned, for the governor hea laid « plam for 
yourtélease, Hie also said that’Squire Birch, 
the State’s Attetney, was appointed to be Cjr- 
cuit Judge, on the circuit passing through Da- 
vies county, and thathe (Birch) was instructed 
to fix the papers, so that we would be sure to 
be clear from any incumbranee, im a very short 
time. 

Sometime in April, we were taken to Davies 
county, as they said, to have a trial, but when 
we arrived at that place, iftstéad of finding « 
court or a jury, we found another inquisition, 
and Birch, who was the district attorney, the 
same man who was one of the court martial 
when we were sentenced to death, was now 
the cirewit judge of that pretended court; and 
the grand jury thet was empannelied, were al! 
at the massacte at Hawn’s Mill, and lively ac- 
torsin that awfal, selemm, disgrecefal, cool- 
blooded murder, and al! thre pretence they made 
of excuse, was, they had dene it beenuse the 
governor ordered then: todoit. The same jury 
jury in the dey time, and were placed 
over us os guerd in the might time; they teun™ 
talised and boasted over us, of theit_great 
achievements at Hawn'‘s Mills, and at other pla- 
ces, telling us how many houses they had 
burned, and how many sheep, cattle and hogs 
they had driven off, belonging to the Mormons, 
and how many rapes they had commilted, and 
what squealing and kicking there was among 
the damned bitches; ssying that they lashed 
one woman upon one of the damned Mormon 
meeting benches, tying her hands and her feet 
fast, and sixteen of them abased her as much 
as they had a mind to, and then left her beund 
and exposed in that distressed condition. These 
fiends of the lower region boasted of these acts 
of barbarity, and tantelized our feelings with 
them for ten days. We had heard of these 
acts of cruelty previous to this time, but we 
were slow to believe that such acts of cruelty 
had been perpetrated. The lady who was the 
subject of their brutality, did not recover her 
health, to be able to help herself for more then 
three months afterwards. This grand jury 
constantly celebrated their achievements with 
grog and glass in hand, like the Indian warriors 
at theic war dances, singing and telling each 
other of their exploits, in mordering the Mor- 
mons, in plundering their houses and carrying 
off their property; at the end of every song 
they would bring in the chorus: ‘God damn 
God, God damn Jesus Christ, God damn the 
Presbyterians, God damn the Baptists, God 
damn the Methodists,’ reiterating one sect af- 
ter another in the same manner, until they 
came to the Mormons, to them it war, *God 
damn the God damn Mormons; we have sent 
them to hell.’ Then they would slap their hands 
and shout hosanne, hasanna, glory to God, and 
fall down on their backs, and kick with their 
feet a few moments; then they would pretend 
to have swooned awey into a glorious trance, in 
order to imitate some of the transactions et 
camp meetings. Then they would pretend to 
come out of their trance, and would shout and 
again slap their hands and:jump up, while 
one would take a bottle of whiskey and a tum- 
bler, and turn it out full of whiskey, end pour 
it down each other's nccks, crying ‘demn it 
take it,.you must take it;’and if any one refused 
to drink the whiskey, others would clinch him 
whilst another poured it down his neck, and 
what did not go down the inside, went down 
the outside; this is a part of the farce acted ou! 
by the giand jury of Davies county, whilst they 
stood over us as guards, forten nights success- 
ively. And all this in the presence of the great 
Judge Birch, who had previously ssid in our 
bearing, that there was no law forthe Mor- 
mons in the state of Missouri. His brother was 
then acting as district attorney in that circuit, 
and ifany thing, wes greater cannibal than 
the judge. After all these ten deys of drunk- 
enness, we were informed that we were indic- 
ted for treason, murder, arson, larceny, theft and 
stealing. We asked fora change of venue from 
that county to Merion county, but they would 
not grant it; but they gave us achange of venue 
from Davies to Boon county; and a mittimus 
was made out by the pretended Judge Birch, 
without date, nameor place. They firted us 
vut with a twohorse wagon, and horses, ond 
four men, besides the sheriff, to be our guard; 
there were five of us. We started from Galle- 
tin the sun about two hours high, P. M., and 
went os far as Diahman that evening and staid 
till morning. There we bought two horses of 
the guard and paid for one of them in our cloth- 
ing, which we had with us, and for the other 
we gave our note. We went down that day as 
fares Judge Morin’s, a distance of some four 
ot five miles. There we steid until the morn- 
ing, when we started on our journey to Boon 
county, and travelled on the road about twen- 
ty miles distance. There we boughia jug of 
whiskey, with which we treated the company, 
and while there the sheriff showed us the mitti- 
mus, before referred to, without date or signa- 
ture, and said that Judge Birch told him never 
to carry us to Boon county, end never to show 
the mittimus; and said he, | shall take « good 
drink ef grog and go to bed; and you may 
doas you have a mind to. Three others of the 
guard drank pretty freely of whiskey, sweet 
ened with honey; they also went to bed, and 
were soon asleep, and the other guard went 
along with us and helped to saddle the horses. 
Two of us mounted the horses, and the other 
three started on foot, and we took our change 
of venue for the State of Illinois; andin the 
course of nine or ten days arrived safely at 
Quincy, Adams county, where we found our 
families ina sate of poverty, although in good 
health; they having been driven out of the 
state previously; by the murderous militia, un- 
det the exterminating order of the Executive of 
Missouri; and now, the people of that state, s 
portion of them, would be glad to make the 
people of this state believe that my brother Jo- 
seph has committed treason, for the purpose of 
keeping up their murderous and hellish perse- 
cution, and they seem to be unrelenting, and 
thirsting for the blood of innocence, for! do 
know most postively thet my brother Joseph 
has not committed treason, nor violated one 
solitary item of law orrule, in the State of Mis- 
souri. 

But I do know that the Mormon people,” 
masse, were driven out of thet State, after be- 


ing robbed of all they hed, aad they barely es-

caped with their lives: as well as my brother 

Joseph, who barely escaped with his life, hi, 

family algo, was robbed of all they had, and 

barely escaped with the skin of their teeth, and 

all of this in consequence of the exterminating 

order of Governor Boggs, the same being con- 

firmed by the Legislature of that State. And 

I do, know—so does this court, and every ration_ 

a) man who is ecqusinted with the ciroumstan, 

ces, and every man who shall hereafter become 

soquainted with the particulars thereof—will 

know, that Governor Boggs, end : 
Clark, Lucas, Wilson and Gillum, aleo Austia 

A. King, have committed treasen upom the ch- 

izens of Missouri, and did violate the Constite- 

tion of the United States, and also the Consti- 
tution end laws of the State of Missouri; and 

did exile and expel, at the point of the bayonet 

some twelve or fourteen thousand inbabitants 

from the State, and did murder éome three or 

four hundreds of men, women and children in 

cold blood, and in the most horrid and cruel 

manner possible, and the whole of it was caus- 

ed by religious bigotry and persecution, be- 

cause the Mormons dared te worship Almighty 

God according to the dictates of their own con- 

sciences, and agreeably to His divine will, as 
revealed in the scriptures of eternal truth, and 

hed turned away from following the vain tradi- 

tions of their fathers, and would net wership 

according to the dogmas and commandments 

of those men who preath for hire and divine 

for money, and teach for doctrime the precepts 
of men—expecting that the Cenetitution of the 

United Btates would have protected them there- 

in. But notwithstending the Mormon people 
hed purchased upwards of two hendred thoe- 

sand dollars, worth of land, most of which was 

entered and paid for at the land office of the 

United States in the State of Missouri—end

BRUTAL OUTRAGE AND MURDER. 
We have just heard that a most brutal 

outrage and murder was lately perpetra.- 

ted on the Allegheny river near the Great 
Western Furoace. We have not been. 
furnished with the names, dates or partic- 
ulars, and therefore can only givean out- 
line of the horrid transaction, By a late 
actof Assembly no ardent spirits is per- 

mitted to be sold within certain descrided 

limits including that Furnace. It appears 
that a boat containing the article was 
brought up from Pittsburg and fastened to 
the ao withia the limits or not, we are 
unable to state. A number of persons 
collected, and after drinking to excesg, as 
our informant stated, a quarrel ensued be- 
tweed them and one of the men attached 
to the boat. They drove him on to the 
shore and pelted him with stones, till he 
was compelled to seek refuge by swims 
ming the river—before he went into the 
water, however, one of his arms was bro- 
ken or injured, While attempting to ef- 
fect his escape, :t is supposed that he was 
struck on the head by a stone—and when 
about sinking called to his cousin who was 
in a skiff at the beach to come out and 
save him—but the infurious mob held the 
skiff fast, till he sunk in the river and was 
drowned. Bad as was the conduct of 
these spirit venders, it affords no excuse 
or palliation for his murderers, since they

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B PIRATE OF THE ISLE OF 
PINES 


We find in the New Oricans Tropic 
an article in relation to the piratical ves- 
sei seon #0 often of late in the vicinity of 
the Isle of Pines that gives additional 
weight to the opinion already very gener- 
al, that this vessel is the Texan war 
schooner San Antonio. Capt. Seeger, 
her commander, who is spoken of in the 
Tropic as « brave officer and an irreproa- 
chable gentleman, has in the opinion of 
his relations, fallen a victim to a precon~- 
certed plan of mutiny. Circumstances, 
jt appears, came to the knowledge of a 

vrother of Capt. Seeger just previous to 
the sailing of the vessel from Galveston, 
which induced him to warn hie brother 
against certain men on board, who were, 
in his opinion, capable of any atrocity, 
and who held offices of considerable im 
portance. What these circumstances 
are, it is not stated, but the belief of Mr. 
Seeger is, that the crew, led on by two or 
three officers, mutinized, murdered the 
captain and all who could not be inade 
useful, (the programme exactly of the in- 
tendeé mutiny ea board the Sommers,) 
and then entered upon their career of ra- 
pine and murder. 

The opinion is universal in New Or- 
leans that the Gan Antonio is still afloat; 
and at the departure of Commodore 
Moore’s squadron from that port, intelli- 
gence was received that two seamen, 
known to have sailed from Galveston in 
San Antonio, were in New Orleans; and 
that one of them incautrously declared 
that the San Antonio was in good hands 
and could be heard ef on application at St. 
Jago de Cubs. Search was made for 
these inen by the Texas officers, but they 
were nowhere to be found. We have al- 
ways been inclined to believe, ever since 
the return of the Somers to this port, the 
story of the mutiny on board the Sen An- 
tonio. The alarm caused by the appear- 
ance of their piratical craft has at all 
events now become so general that before 
long some more definite information will 
be obtained —[N. XY. Amer.

each other. Her happiness will only be 
transferred to another scene, and will re. 
ceive ib its reliance on a husband whose 
name has already become known through 
out the world, guarantees of that perma. 
nence to which the charming virtues of 
her imperial highness so enunently en- 
title her.”’ 

The Emperor replied:—

alliance which is so pleasing to me, and 
in which the Brazilians will se cordially 
rejoice. 

My sister, to whom you will now ad-

the country that gave her birth.” 

The Baron then addressed the Princess

It is from 
yourself also that his Royal highness de- 
sires to obtaia your hand.

Secondly, That you have gone too much 
on credit. | always told you that credit 
was a shadow; it shows that there is a 
substance behind which casts the shadow;

You may now learn that you have followed 
the opioion aad fashion of others till you 
have been decoyed into a bog,

This proceeding must certainly pro- 
duce a great revolution in the min 
the inhabitants of Scotland, particularly 
those belonging to the Kirk; and we 
think that unless the British Parliament 
use some conciliating measures which 
we think it will not do, that British influ- 
ence will be materially affected by this 
unwise step; at atime too when Ireland 
is boiling over with indignation, and 
Chartism has so strong a foothold at 
home, we think it displays great weak 
ness in that Government to bring upon 
them by an unwise eractment, the indig- 
nation of whe principal Clergy of a once 
powerful and now dissatisfied nation.
